Mr. Hope pointed out that 
the need for economic growth 
is widely recognized, and that 
almost as widely recognized 
is the fact that tax rates 
set too high interfere with 
wth,

tax reform is out of th 
tion,” Mr. Hope said, 

it is in the black we are told 
nt, and maybe 


when we have fallen hope 
lessly behind in world com- 
petition we may see some 
adjustment of a situation 
everybody agrees ‘ieeds at- 
tention right now. 

“Today there is really one 
obstacle to overcome, nd 
that is inertia.” 

Mr, Hope itemized. the fac- 
tors favorable to tax reform 
in the form of the Herlong- 
Baker bill, now pending in 
the House Ways and Means 
Committee: 

1. The bill is a complete, 
not piecemeal, program and 
lengthy hearings already 
have been held. 

2, The Herlong-Baker bill 
enjoys wide bi-partisan sup- 
port, 

8. There is little challenge 
to the merit of the bill. 

4. The bill can win wide 
public support, because it 
does not shift tax burdens, 
from one segment of the tax- 
paying public to another, but 
lessens everyone's, tax burden. 

5. The bill would raise 
more, not less, revenue for 
the Federal Government by 
stimulating business, and 90 
providing more income to be 
taxed.
